Military Service Act 
oma it & }+—_4 "3 
Men Coming Within Class 1 
Must Register or Subject Them- 
selves to Heavy Penalties. 


Enquiries made here in Bow Island 
reveal the fact that the requirements 
of the Military Service Act have not 
as yet been attended to with as much 
despatch as they ought. 

Last week’s Review contained a 
copy of the proclamation which calls 
upon all men coming under Olass 1 
aecording to the Military Serviee Act, 
to report for military duty on or be- 
fore Novemaber 10th. This gives near- 
ly a month for all unmarried men _ be- 
tween the age of 20 and 34 and all 
widowers without children, of the 
game ages, to go to their post office 
and secure either a form which they 
fill in reporting for service, or one on 
which they can make a claim fer ex- 
emption aceording to the provisions 
ef the Act. The issuance of the pre- 
clamation makes all men of Class 1 
members of the army and subject to 
its discipline. Failure to report as 
direeted in the preclamation makes a 
man liable to a term of imprisonment 
with hard labor for a period of not 
over five years, and he shall moreuver 
if the authorities so_decide, be com- 
pelled te serve in the army,

consider all 
exemption and medical 
boards will sit at various plaves te ex- 
amine men as to their physical fitness 
for military duty. All examimations 
and ¢laims for exemption by the 
boards must be made by November 
1@tkh. On December 10th the men 
who have been notified by Mr. J. M. 
Carson, of Calgary, the registrar for 
Alberta, that they will be required for 
Military Service must report at the 
place designated in such notification 
from Mr. Carson's office’ Failure to 
report as directed leaves a man liable 
to serious penalties. 

It is therefore the duty of every 
man in Class 1 both to himself and his 
country to note carefully and follow 


the directions given in the proclama- 
tion, 


All persons will be placed on active 
service at one time whether claiming 


exemptien er not and the fact of de- 
laying registration does not give you 
any advantage, rather a disadvantage 
as you would be one of the last to 
have your case disposed of, persons 
should not claim exemption en four 
er five of the statutory grounds, but 
should elaim exemption only on the 
grounds that they conscientiously feel 
they are entitled to exemption. 
Exemption should not be claimed 
when the work in which the claimant 
is engaged can be performed by fe- 
male help or by someone net in the a- 
bove class or unfit for military service, 


Persoms appearing before the local 
tribunal claiming exemption must be 
prepared to substantiate thei: elaims 
by reliable witnessess, statutory de- 
clarations. affidavits, etc.,, so as no 
doubt exists with the tribunal, other- 
wise their claims may be disallowed, 


Only British subjects in the above 
named Class 1 are all thatis required 
to register now, Aliens need not reg- 
ister, This matter is now being looked 
into internationally at Ottawa. How- 
ever, men of Military age residing in 
Oanada and ceming under Class one, 
may be required to show that they are 
Aliens. It is therefore advized that 
you acquaint yourself as te your exact 
status.

A WARNING. 

Now that the Canadian Military 
Service Act is in force it would be 
well for everyone to remember that 
sliould they eriticise it adversely, or 
make statements calculated to make 
the working of the Aet more difficult 
than sheuld be, they beceme liable 
under the law to heavy penalties. Al- 
ready there have been some transgres- 
sors through the west in this connec- 
tien, and it is understood that the 
authorities will deal harshly with any 
whe repeat the transgression.

HE sole head of a family, or any 
any male over 18 years old, may 
homestead a quarter-section of 

available Dominion land, in Manitoba 
Saskatchewan or Alberta. Aagweent 
must appear in person at the Domin 
ion peer Agency or Sub-Agency fo 
the District, Entry by proxy may be 
made at any Dominion Lands Agency 
)but not sub-Agency), on certain con- 
ditions. 

Duties—Six months’ residenee upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homsteader mav live 
within nine miles of his aumesteaa on 
a farm of at least 80 acres, on certain 
eonditions.

Some Amazing Revelations of Ger- 
man Intrigue in Russia 


William Le Queux, the well known 
sensational novelist, has never im- 
agined anything more sensational 
than the recital of facts: he is laying 
before the English people throug 
the columns of the Illustrated Sun- 
day Herald. He has come into pos- 
session, apparently, of the contents 
of a safe owned by Rasputin, and the 
treasure trove consists largely of cor- 
respondence carried on between Ras- 
putin and ‘various other German 
agents. It tells of plots to murder 
Brussiloff and Korniloff, of instruc- 
tions to stop Russian advances, of the 
release from Russian prisons of Ger- 
man agents who had been detected, 
besides revealing the ramifications of 
Rasputin’s blackinail scheme. He had 
letters from various prominent per- 
sons, mostly women, which he in- 
tended to use to protect himself if 
ever his power was threatened, For- 
tunately he did not have time to call 
upon his victims for protection, as 
he was murdered out of hand by a 
group of loyal Russians. 

One amazing letter was written to 
Rasputin from Berlin, in a secret 
German cipher, and was dated August 
29, 1916. It was written at the time 
when it appeared that Brussiloff 
would have effected his great offen- 
sive between Pripet and the Ruman- 
ian frontier, The signature, scribbled 
in blue ink, was that of Steinhauer, 
chief spy of the kaiser, and controller 
of the whole German secret police 
throughout the world. The letter be- 
gan by saying that it was a matter 
of great urgency that the Brussiloff 
drive should be stopped and the bat- 
tle turned ina German victory “as 
promised us in your despatch of July 
1.” Kasputin was accused of not 
keeping faith, and he was reproached 
with the fact that Premier Stuermer 
was inciting the Russians to victory 
in his speeches, “His triumphant 
telegrams to Mr. Asquith must cease. 


They only serve to encourage the 
allies,” warned the chief German 
spy. 4 

He goes on to complain that 2
